The  crude  death  rate  of  10.8  per  1,000  population, .when  adjusted 
by  applying  the  Comparability  Factor,  to  allow  for  age  distribution,  becomes 
7.6,  compared  with  9*8  for  1952.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 

1953  was  11.4. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  nil. 
Infectious  diseases. 


Fewer  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  1953* 
Whooping  Cough  was  the  most  frequently  reported  to  a  greater  extent  that 
in  1952.  No  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  Enteric  Group  of  Fevers  or  Infantile 
Paralysis  occurred  in  1953*

Private  Houses 
built  under  licence  number  18  during  the  year  under  review. 

Water  oupply 

Regular  examination  of  the  Borehole  water  continued  to  prove  that  this 
remains  equal  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  I  and  Highly 
satisfactory  when  submitted  on  4  occassions  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
Chemical  Analysis  has  also  been  carried  out.

Food  Hygiene 

All  food  premises  in  the  Urban  District  have  been  regularly  inspected 
and  any  contraventions  of  the  acts  promply  dealt  with.

summer  months. 


Sanitary  Conditions. 

Refuse  Collection. 

This  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  at  weekly 
intervals  with  the  exception  of  the  few  outlying  farms  and  private  dwellings 
which  were  cleared  at  least  monthly. 

Instructions  have  been  given  to  purchase  a  new  Refuse  Collection 
Vehicle  of  approved  type  to  facilitate  cleansing. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

Public  Health  Act  193 6. 

Nuisances  numbering  40  were  investigated  and  all  satisfactorily 
abated  after  informal  notices. 

Rodent  Control 

Methods  of  Rodent  Destruction  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  &  Fisheries  have  been  exclusively  adopted  in  the  Urban  District 
with  satisfactory  results.  The  figures  for  the  year  were  as  follows:  - 
1084  Estimated  Killed  and  507  actual  bodies  recovered. 

Unfit  Food. 

Foodstuffs  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption: - 
1  dozen  grade  A  eggs.

Meat  Inspection. 

Only  secondary  meat  inspections  are  carried  out  within  the  Urban 
Area  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  Food  Animals  are  slaughtered  centrally  in 
the  Abattoir  within  the  Borough  of  Scarborough. 

Milk  Licences. 


Supplementary  Licences  authorising  the  sale  of  designated  milk  in 
the  area  were  issued  as  follows: -

Streets. 


During  the  fiscal  year  a  small  extension  to  Lady  Edith's  Avenue 
approximately  76  feet  was  metalled,  paved,  drained  and  subsequently  adopted 
under  the  provision  of  Section  150  Public  Health  Act  1875-  Instructions 
have  been  given  to  prepare  a  scheme  under  the  Private  Street  Regulated  code 
in  connection  with  the  remainder  of  the  avenue. 

Salvage. 


92f;  tons  of  waste  paper  and  4  tons  of  ferrous  metal  has  been 
collected  and  disposed  of  through  the  usual  chanels.  The  collection  of  this 
vital  raw  material  is  being  continued  through  the  year  with  the  kind  co¬ 
operation  of  the  householders.
